A circuit substrate having a resin thereon is a common technical feature of 
Inventions I and II. However, Kikuchi et al. (US 5849606) discloses a circuit substrate 
21 having a reinforcing resin layer 44 [fig. 1] and so it is not Applicant's contribution over 
prior art. Thus, circuit substrate having a resin not a special technical feature and claims 
1-19 fail to form a single general inventive concept. Therefore, unity of invention is 
lacking and restriction is proper. 

2. A telephone call was made to Bruce Bernstein on 9/1 5/08 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
